Incident Details: TMC operators saw traffic backup on the ATMS map. After reviewing the cameras, Florissant PD was discovered on scene with an 
overturned tractor trailer. The tractor trailer was a part of a four-vehicle accident with another overturned vehicle. 

Action Taken: A St. Louis City/County IMText was sent to notify the SL District Leadership Team and Communications of the incident. Central Office 
EOC was also notified. Six Emergency Response units were sent to the scene to help traffic control. Police and Emergency Response diverted traffic to 
New Florissant. A traffic engineer was contacted to adjust the traffic signal at New Florissant and Dunn Road to help move traffic. The TMC used DMS 
boards along I-270, MO 367 and US 67 to warn to motorists of closure. IDOT was also contacted for DMS boards and agreed to activate theirs. A 
Floodgate was also activated. Two heavy tow trucks arrived to remove the tandem trailer. DNR was contacted due to 100 gallons of fuel that spilled into 
the roadway. St Louis County Hazardous Materials Team was also contacted because the trailer tractor was carrying 1241 gallons of corrosive liquid 
NOS and 97 pounds of propylene. Emergency Response had to close the left lane for eastbound traffic to uptight the trailer safety due to the size. The 
duration of the incident was extended due to inspection of the containers to make sure they could be moved and the cleanup company traveling to the 
scene from Jefferson City. Traffic queued for 3 miles during the event.
